Fairfax, Okla., Sept. 17.—Five thou­ 
sand persons from the Osage country 
and contiguous territory listened to 
the opening address of the demo­ 
cratic state campaign delivered here 
today by Lee 
Cruce 
of 
Ardmore, 
nominee for Governor. A majority of 
the audience were democrats, and, in­ 
spired by the music of several bands 
and enthused by the varied demon­ 
strations of the occasion, they made 
the event perhaps the most spectacu­ 
lar and interesting of its kind in 
Oklahoma in recent years. 
Mr. Cruce spoke in a tabernacle 
brought here from Kansas City for 
the occasion. His voice was clear 
and strong and the audit nee listened 
with 
manifest 
interest during the 
two hours of delivery. His stand on 
some of the most im portant party is­ 
sues was liberally applauded as each 
point was scored. Th if* expression In 
particular evoked 
tremendous 
ap­ 
plause. 
“Any victory that, is purchased by 
the sacrifice of the reputation of a 
single honest man, be he ever so 
humble and obscure, is too dearly 
won, and the ^effort of the republican 
leaders and their candidates for gov­ 
ernor to win the election by breaking 
dojwH the good name and honor of 
honest officials because^of the fraud 
of new corrupt officials 
will 
meet 
with well-deserved comff-mhation at 
the polls in November. If it is true 
as charged that election crooks can 
<Mily be punished by fine and impris­ 
onment in the county jail, I am then 
Ie favor of amending the law so as

Mr. Cruce was introduced by J. J. 
Quarrels, 
who 
followed 
Benjamin

pleased to open his' campaign in such 
a progressive community and then 
entered upon his prepared address. 
Five hundred persons and several 
bands awaited, the coming of the 
Cruce train at IO o’clock. He was 
taken in charge by the reception 
committee, bladed by W arren D. Oz- 
man, and given an automobile ride 
of an hour over the town. At noon 
the party repaired to the barbecue. 
A band concert followed the barbe­ 
cue and the speaking beggji at 2 
o’clock. 
“Old Nationalism.” 
The committee received a message 
from J. E. Palm er of Pawhuska, a 
prom inent 
Indian 
politician, 
wiio 
was too ill to attend the celebration. 
“Let us insist upon an old Nation­ 
alism,” the message read in part, 
‘‘and that is that every department 
of government should be subordinat­ 
ed to the people thereof, and that 
the government wherein the greatest 
amount of powers are retained by 
the poeple.” 
The keynote speech by Mr. Cruce 
was a defense of laws enacted by 
democratic legislatures and their en­ 
forcement by democratic officials. In 
politics, the speaker said, he was an 
optim ist and believed that the ma­ 
jority of those composing the voting 
strength of all political parties are 
honest men. All that is needed to 
insure good government and faith­ 
ful service, he said, Is to arouse the 
gootj men in the various p a r t i e s to a 
sense of their public duties. There 
was an absence of reference in the 
speech 
to several 
subjects 
which 
have been issues in the state cam­ 
paign thus far, but it is understood 
these will be treated of in later po­ 
litical Addresses. 
The speaker made 
it plain that he was under the con­ 
trol of no rqan or se t. of men and 
that he would not permit anyone to 
dictate what he should do or should, 
not do. 
He said In part: 
‘Society, for the purpose of gov- 


erriuvent, is divided into tw'o classes 
—'tip good and the bad. If the good 
men ^dominate in numbers and influ- 
enco- the affairs of government, we 
havtf good laws and good govern­ 
ment, and the converse Is tfue if the 
bad element prevails, In Oklahoma 
we Will have just ae good govern­ 
ment as we deserve. We will de­ 
serve just as good government as we 
demand—no better and no worse. As 
long as the honest voters of the 
state perform their political obliga­ 
tions and 
register their votes on 
election day our state government Is 
secure. One real patriot who goer 
to the polls and casts an honest bal­ 
lot in favor of honest government, is 
worth more to the state and com­ 
munity than a hundred self-styled 
patriots who stay at home and spend 
th* ir time crying out against bad 
laws and corrupt officials. 


Plea of “More Bu si ness,** 
We hear much in this commercial 
age about ‘more business’ in politics. 
My friends, be not 
too 
credulous 
about the plea, but search and find 
out wiiat kind of business is pro­ 
posed to be injected into the body 
politic.

exploit the people. 
The contest in 
which we are engaged will result in

the governmental affairs of the state 
for the next four years either to the 
democratic or republican party, for 
every voter will -concede that one 
of these will triumph this fall. It is
